PENDLETON HIGHTiTES* 


Troubl«» Pretty Certain to Follow an 
At- 
tempt to Build a Pest House at the Lo­ 
cation Now Chosen—The Demonstra­ 
tion in Council Last Might. 


'When it beca me 
a ppa rent tha t P est 
Islan d w ould be w ashed away by th e high w ater 
of th e M issouri, som e tim e ago. C ity P hysician 
S turd c v a n t had th e furn iture of th e house re ­ 
m oved to a te n t on a vacant lot in P en d leto n 
H eights, in charge of th e m an and w om an who 
h ad taken charge of th e sm allp ox p a tie n ts on 
th e island. W ithin a day or tw o lum ber has 
been taken to th e lot and every th in g in d icated 
th a t the a uth o rities in ten d ed to sup p la n t th e 
te n t wit h a p est house. T he ow ners of p rop erty 
in the vicin ity were in d ig n an t. 
L a st evening 
several of them w ent to th e te n t, but th e m an in 
charge ap p eared w ith a loaded sh otgun and said 
he would defend th e c ity ’s p rop erty. 
T hen 
m en rep resen tin g nearly all of P endleton H eights 
w en t 
to 
the 
m eeting 
of 
th e 
city 
council to m ake th e ir p rotest. Mr. W arren W at­ 
son, as sp okesm an, state d the grievance. 
Dr 
S turd e va n t said he had acted on auth o rity of 
M ayor K um p f, and p rop osed to go ahead ere ct­ 
in g th e necessarv buildings. 
One of th e p ro- 
te s ta n ts cried, "We w ill te a r them dow n!” and Al­ 
derm an Regan said he w ould take a han d in 
help ing to throw the house into th e river. 
T his 
w as greeted w ith cheers from th e crow ded lobby. 
Mr. Regan owns tw o acres in P en d leto n H eights. 
T he council finally decided to leave th e selection 
of a p est house site to th e san ita ry com m ittee 
and the board of health. 
P endleton H eights p ro n erty ow ners w ill m eet 
at, the corner of W abash an d P endleton ave­ 
nues. 
M ayor K um p f freely exp resses h is view s cn 
th e p est house m atter. “T he cause of th e p res­ 
en t o utcry ,” said he th is m orning, “is th a t the 
m an who so long acted as w atchm an on the island 
has taken up q ua rte rs on th e p rosp ective p est 
house site. 
E verybody know s th a t a p est house 
is a n ecessity in any large city. 
Possibly we 
m ay have need of it in th e near future and p e r­ 
h ap s we m ay not. The questio n of w here to lo­

T he tra c t of lan d com p rises six acres, and 
w as given to th e city by th e coun ty in 1870. 
The ea stern city lim it a t th a t tim e was L ydia 
avenue.

& A lton lYacks. " tin th e east an d north sides of 
it are qu irrie s; on th e south are several shant ies 
an d on th e w est is a barren p iece of land, w ith a 
sm all p ortion of it adjoining Jo h n C am p bell’s 
ad d itio n 
If P rosp ect avenue were c ut through 
it w ould be th e exact w estern boundary. The 
tra c t is nearly quare, and w ould m ake a beauti­ 
ful p ark. 
P en dleton H eights, th e resid e n ts of w hich are 
un an im ously op p osed to th e location of th e 
p est-h o use in th e ir vicinity, lies east of P rosp ect 
avenue 
and 
the 
n o rth ern 
p o in t 
of the 
addition 
is 
*wo 
blocks 
so uth 
of 
Pine 
street. The only road to th e ground is through 
P en d leton H eights and th is is th e p rincip al re a ­ 
son why th e resid en ts of th a t p lace object to it. 
In 1871, w hen over a m ile of p asture had to 
be 
traversed 
to 
reach the ground, sm all­ 
p ox broke 
out 
and 
th e 
city 
e rect­ 
ed 
a 
suitable 
building 
on 
th e 
ground. 
T here w as considerable op p osition to the p est 
house then, but w hen one p a tie n t had been taken 
in to the p lace th in g s quieted dow n and all w ent 
well. 
The c ity used th e p lace for tw o or three 
years an d had little occasion for a p est house 
again un til 1881. 
In 1870 th e building w hich 
th e city had p ut up on th e ground w as burned 
by an incendiary. 
No a tte n tio n hA rf^een p aid 
to th e p lace for tw o years p rior to th e fire. 
In 1881 sm all-p ox again becam e ep idem ic in 
K ansas C ity and th e auth o ritie s took forcible 
f ossession of a p iece of ground h alf way be- 
ween 
R andolp h 
and 
th e 
d istillery 
in 
th e E a st B ottom s. 
The neighborhood rose 
up 
in 
arm s 
and 
th e 
city 
was 
com p elled to m ain tain a sm all stan d in g arm y to 
p ro tect th e p lace for som e tim e. 
T he p est 
house had been located th ere about six m onths 
w hen it w as m oved to G overnm ent island, where 
it rem ained un til th e Big M uddy carried the 
isla n d awav.

unload in reasonable tim e—in m any cases th ree 
to five hours, enough to cause any sn ip p er to 
sh ip elsew here, even although th ey p refer our 
m arket, T here are o th er causes of com p laint, for 
instance, run n in g stock around here th a t would 
n aturally come here if K ansas C ity w as given a 
fair show.

No one 
fam ily in the country has so kep t its w ealth 
w ithin Itself as th e Astors, who in ten d to con­ 
tin ue the financial p olicv o riginated by old John 
Jacob A stor about the beginning of the century. 
I t is com m only sup p osed th at he m ade the bulk 
of hts fortune in furs. 
He form ed a giaantic 
p roject for exten d in g th e business from th e 
n o rthw estern lakes to the Pacific by m eans of 
various trad in g p osts, by establish in g a central 
statio n a t the m outh of th e Colum bia, and then 
by m aking a dep ot at one of the H aw aiian 
islands, to sup p ly China and In d ia directly from 
the Pacific coast. The p roiect was p artially car­ 
ried out, but m eanw hile Sir. A stor saw greater 
o p p o rtun ities for m aking inotiev in citv real 
estate than in the fur trade. 
He began to buy 
extensively, and the grow th of the tow n was so 
rap id th a t in some cases the p rop eriy increased 
a hundred fold. 
W hen he died, forty years ago, he 
was e s ti­ 
m ated to be w orth $ 20,000,000. 
He left to his 
son W illiam B. A stor tlie bulk of his e state to 
be m anaged in the in te re st of tho fam ily. 
W ill­ 
iam B. left it in turn to his son Jo h n Jacob, and 
now John Jacob has en trusted it to his son— 
his sole child indeed—W illiam W aldorf Astor, 
E x-M in ister to Rome, who bv the way Is w rit­ 
ing a societv novel. 
T his virtually am ounts to 
an entail and p revents the w ealth from being 
scattered, though th ere is sm all danger of th at, 
the A stors being noted for conservatism and 
th rift. They have alw ays invested in real estate 
buy in g few bonds or stocks and have evinced, 
great care and discretion in th e ir investm ents. 
T h eir con stantly increasing surp lus they have, 
so to sp eak, p ut into the ground, 
reap ing ex­ 
trao rd in ary p rofits thereby. They never sell; 
they are ever buying, buying, but keep ing their 
tran sactio n s as secret as p ossible. 
No one but 
them selves and th eir agents have anv idea of 
th e vast blocks of real esta te in th e ir p osession. 
They own thousan d s of business houses and 
dw ellings, and add each year tw o or three h un ­ 
dred houses to th eir im m ense holding. 
W hen it is rem em bered th a t w ealth doubles at 
sim p le in te re st in less th an seventeen years, and 
in m uch less tim e w hen invested in real estate, 
it is easy to un d erstan d how th e ir’s m ust have 
grow n in the p ast n in ety years.

It is described as a largo tract of land 
in the N orthwestern Territory, containing 8 ,- 
0 00,000 acres and more.

greater p ortion of the land sold m 179 7 to 
•Jonathan Carwer by the Naudowessies tribe of 
Indians, 
tiarver rei^eived 1 (» 0,000 acres. 
The 
descrip tion is as follows; 
“liuuning from the Falls of St. Anthony from 
the east bank of tho MissiHsip p i nearly east as 
far as the soutli ejid of Ijike Pap in, w here tho 
Chip ijeway river joins the M ississip p i; a n d 
from thence eastw ard five days’ travel, account­ 
ing twenty English miles p er day; and thence 
again to the Falls of St. Anthony.* There is re­ 
served to the Indians the sole right to fish and 
hunt on the laud.” 
T here is a p op ulation of 1,315,407 in Wis­ 
consin at this date, and the value of the farm 
p roducts is J^‘727.77y,4t>0.

Tho crop both of Hankow’ and Kiukiang t« as is 
the w’orst over known, there being absolutely 
no fine tea. 
Business is alm ost entirely con­ 
fined to the Russians, only seventeeen choT)s of 
Hankow toa having been !>ought for Lm don, 
p urchases for that m arket being mainly con­ 
fined to Ningchow's and Keomens; but tho total 
business thus far is quito insignificant and 
not enough to fill one ship . 
Prices p aid by buyers for Russia are fully 
five taels above tlie lim its gencrailj’ sent froni 
London. 
I t has naturally hap p enod that settle­ 
ments have beon small, and, taking tho intrin­ 
sic quality of the loaf into account, tho p rices 
are little less than thoso p aid hist soast)u. 
Ar­ 
rivals are very heavy, tlie estim ated unsold 
stock being 350,tH)0 half chests. 
The crisis that has been so long im p ending 
in the China tea trade seems at last to havo 
arrived, and tho native tea p ackers, who have 
been living up on tho p restige acquired before 
India and Ceylon had shown how tea should be 
p icked and p acked, will at last have to succumb 
or be comp elled to reform their w'ay.s. 
Against 
the bright, uniform infuwions of Indian teas, the 
China teas exhibit a m ixture of dark, decayed 
le a v e s throughout. 
Tho natives attribute this 
to want of rain p revious to the p icking time, 
and to excessive rains after the p icking had 
begun. 
Be this as it may, tlje fact rem ains that 
w oithless loaf has been fired and p ackcd on 
masse, up on whi(!h heavy charges and duties 
have to be p aid, which tho buyers, for Ijondon 
at least, decline so far to mako good.

IN A RUSSIAN PRISON. 


T he Terrible Ex periences o f a 
Refined 
Wo man Wltli Go v ernment Ruffians. 
Mine. C----- , nee Koutonzoff, was found guil­ 
ty of opening a school for peasant« ’ children 
independently of the ministry of public instruc­ 
tion, says Prince Krapotk ine in his “liussian 
and French Prisons.” 
As her crime was not 
ponal, and as, moreov er, she was married to a 
foreigner, Gen. Gourk o merely ordered her to 
be sent ov er the frontier. 
This is how she de- 
s cribes her journey from St. Petersburg to 
Prussia. 
I shall giv e extracts from her narra­ 
tiv e witliout comment, merely promising that 
its accuracy, ev en to the minutest detail, is ab­ 
solutely unimpeachable: 
“I was sent to Wilno with fifty prisoners—men 
and women. 
From the railway station we were 
tak en to the town prison and k ept there for two 
hours, late at night, in an open yard under a 
drenching rain. At last we were pushed into a 
dark corridor and counted. 
After many oaths 
and much foul language tho fire was lighted, 
and I found myself in a spacious room in which 
it was impossible to tak e a step in any direction 
without treading on the women who were sleep­ 
ing on the floor. 
Two women who occupied a 
bed took pity on me and inv ited me to share it 
w ith them. 
“When I awok e next morning I was still suf­ 
fering from the scenes of the day beforo, but 
the female prisoners—assassins and thiev es— 
were so k ind to mo that by and by I grew calm 
Next night wo were ‘turned out’ from the pris­ 
on and paraded in the yard for a start, under a 
heav y rain. 
I do not k now how I happened to 
escape the fists of the jailers, as the prisoners 
did not understand the ev olutions and per­ 
formed them under a storm of blows and 
curses; those who protested—saying that they 
ought not to be beaten—were put in irons and 
sent so to the train, in the teeth of the law, 
which says that in the celhilar wagons no pris- 
oner shall be chained. 
Arriv ed at Kov no, wo 
spent the whole day in going from one police 
Btatio n to another.' In the ev oning wo were ta­ 
k en to the prison for women. 
Here I spent 
a 
week among murderesses, thiev es aud women 
arrested by mistak e. Misfortune unites tho un­ 
fortunate, and ev erybody tried to mak e ltfe 
more tolerable for the rest; all were v ery k ind 
to me and did their best to console me. 
On tho 
prev ious day I had eaten nothing, for the day 
the prisoners are brought to tho prison they re­ 
ceiv e no food; so I fainted from huuger, and 
tho prisoners gav e me of their bread and wero 
as k ind as they could bo. 
The female inspec­ 
tor, howev er, was on duty; she was shouting 
out such shameless oaths as few drunk en men 
would use. 
“After a week ’s stay in Kov uo I was sent on 
foot to tho next town. 
After three days’ march 
wo came to Mariampol. 
My feet were wounded 
and m v stock ings full of‘blood. 
The soldiers 
adv ised me to ask for a car, but I preferred 
physical suffering to the continuous cursi-ag 
and foul language of the chiefs. 
All the same 
the}* took me before their commander, and he 
remark ed that I had walk ed three days and so 
could walk a fourth. 
We came next day to 
Wolk ov . sk , from whence we were to be sent on 
to Prussia. 
I and fiv e others were put pro­ 
v isionally in the depot 
The women's depart­ 
ment was in ruins, so we were tak en to the 
men's. 
UI did not k now what to do, as there was no 
Slace to sit down, except on the dreadfully filthy 
001*. There was ev en no straw, and the stench 
on the floor sot me ■>’'.niiting instantly. 
Here I 
spent two days and two nights, passing the 
whole time at the window. 
On the third day a 
soldier of the depot, a Jew, took me into his 
room, a tiny cell, where I stayed with his 
wife. 
“The prisoners told mo that many of them 
were detained ‘by mistak e’ for sev en or eight 
months awaiting their papers before being sent 
across tho frontier. 
It is easy to imagine their 
condition after a sev en months’ stay in this 
sewer without a change of linen. 
They adv ised 
me to giv e the jailer money, as ho would then 
send 1110 on to Prussia immediately. 
But I had 
been six week s on the way already, and my let­ 
ter had not reached my people. * At last the 
soldier allowed me to go to ¿lie postofiice with 
his wife, and I sent a registered letter to St. 
Petersburg.” 
Miulame 0 ----- has influential 
k insfolk in the capital, and in a few days the 
gov ernor-general telegraphed for her to be sent 
on instantly to Prussia. 
“Mv papers,” she says, 
“were discov ered immediately, and I was sent 
to Eydtk unen aud set at liberty.” 
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NAPOLEON’S TABLE- 


Fared at 
St, 
Ho w the Ex iled Empero r 
Helena. 
M. Charles Monselet has discov ered in the 
memoirs of Caromo, a famous cook , some in 
terosting details of the life of Napoleon at St. 
Helena. 
He has giv en these to the world, after 
expressing a conv iction that it is not without 
interest “to k now what a tyrant can e a t” Na 
poleon’s household staff, tak en with him from 
France, included a ma ilre iV h o 'tl,, a ch ef 
d 1 o ffice, a head cook and a past ry cook . 
Four 
Chinese serv ants were added on the arriv al of 
the exile and his attendants at the island. 
The 
nationality of this supplementary staff is cause 
of grief to Carome, who says, “M Ijopage (the 
chief cook ) was doubtless th-a first French cook 
to find himself in sueli a difficult position—four 
Chinese men to assist him in his work ! I re­ 
peat it, this position is tho worst that conld 
. try a purv eyor for the table: still, they set to 
work with the four Chinese. 
Apparently Na­ 
poleon waa not a troublesome animal to" feed. 
He had a particular lik ing for blood pudding, 
aud they let him hav e all he wanted. 
Other 
fav orite dishes wero fowls 
a la Meren g o 
, such 
entrees as could be fried 
vo l-a u -veu t, 
1 and, be­ 
ing an Italian, maccaroni in all styles 
of 
serv ing. 
Ho had 
also 
a 
weak ness 
for 
pastry and side dishes composed of sweet­ 
meats. 
His break fast usually consisted of a 
porridge made from sorrel or from anything 
else, prov iding it was cooling: breast of lamb 
well broiled and serv ed with thin grav y; a small 
roast fowl or two cutlets, and sometimes v eg­ 
etables; but those rrised on the island were 
good for nothing. 
For dinner a partridge, one 
rehwojtwo entrees a roast and the indispensable 
sweetmeats and pastry. 
Sir Hudson Low pro­ 
v ided the materials, and of course these were 
detestable, according to Careme, who says: 
“The poor cook for the emperor was often made 
unhappy by receiv ing a lean forequarter of beef, 
while the gov ernor k ept tho hindquarter for 
himself. 
Thero was no game on the island. 
Two or throe times a year partridges and pheas­ 
ants would come, but. the gov ernor would grab 
them for his own table, and sent v ery few to tire 
emperor.” Napoleon had his whims*. 
One day 
he ordered “a soldier's soup.” The cook , as­ 
tonished, did not think it nocessars to answer 
the demand literally, and made a soup with v ery 
little bread and so light that the beans could be 
eeen. Napoleon was not so easily humbugged. 
He sent for the cook . 
“I believ e that you were a soldier?” 
“Yes, sire.” 
“Then you must k now v ery well that this is 
not a soldier’s soup.” 
“Excuse me, sire. 
I believ ed—I thought—” 
“That will do. 
Mak e me a better one to­ 
morrow. 
The cook did not repeq^t his performance, 
and the next day serv ed a soup so thick with 
bread and breans that a spoon could be stood 
erect in it 
Napoleon was satisfied, but he ate 
v ery little of it, aud nev er called for it again. 
And then Careme propounds this philosophical 
query: “What was the purpose of this great 
captain in ordering a soldier’s soup?” Another 
time Napoleon ordered from his Chinese retain­ 
ers a dinner entirely of Chinese v iands. But he 
could not touch it.

MR. STANFORD’S JEWELS. 


That Fo rmerly Belo ng ed to Ex -Empress Eu­ 
g enie o l' France. 
Oliv e Harper in New York Mail. 
Among the many beautiful and costly jewels 
belonging to American women there are few 
which hav e any special history attached to 
them, and v ery few are heirlooms. 
The few 
families which hav e heirlooms of any v alue in 
this country ure generally people too poor in 
other ways to mak e a display of them. 
Bnt 
three are yet a few whichihav e historios worth 
telling, and among them is a set of opals belong­ 
ing to Mrs. Leland Stanford, which was bought 
of Bellezza, a Genoese jeweler, who was in 
in Philadelphia at the Centennial exhibition. 
These jewels wore not publicly displayed, 
as Bellezza had a superstition about them, and 
would nev er put them in any case with other 
jewels on account of their former history. 
They consisted of a pin and a pair of ear­ 
rings of opals set round with brilliants. 
The 
opal in the pin is ov er an inch long and about 
two-thirds of an inch across, being oblong in 
form. 
Those in the earrings wero of the same 
shape and about two-thirds the size of that 
in the brooch. 
They all had exactly the same 
milk y blue luster, and down in the heart of 
each burned a fiery red spot with such a bale 
ful, malev olent light that it actually frightened 
the beholder. 
These stones at an ordinary dis­ 
tance gav e the usual luster of these jewels, and 
it was only when look ed at closely that they had 
that peculiarity 
They were arranged so* that 
they could bo worn as three pendants on a chain 
or band of v elv et as well as in their ordinary 
form. 
The brilliants around them were about 
the size of small peas on the brooch and largo 
pin heads on the earrings. 
They wero shown Mrs. Stanford more as cu­ 
riosities than anything else, but she was in­ 
stantly struck with their beauty and peculiarity 
and bought them, paying $1,000 for them, and 
laughing at the thought of any superstition re­ 
garding opals, although she heard the storv of 
these. 
The last owner before Mrs. Stanford of these 
opals was the ex-Empress Eugenie. 
They had 
been sent to her as a present by a noble Span­ 
ish family whom she had greatly aided in time 
of their misfortunes. 
They had been obliged to 
pawn these jewels, with many others, which the 
Empress’ genev osity had enabled them to sav e, 
and she receiv ed them, but nev er lik ed to wear 
them, and it is said she nev er did wear them 
but once. 
During tho time that these jewels 
were in the family of this Spanish nobleman 
ev ery misfortune that could follow one seemed 
to hav e pursued them, until they were almost 
reduced to beggary and sev eral of their family 
had died. 
The story is that 
tho Spanish nobleman 
bought them of a widowed friend, 
whose be­ 
reav ement had been tho result of a train of 
miseries almost 
unheard of. 
In her youth 
this lady had been a lady of honor to the Em­ 
press of Austria, aud when she left that court 
to be married these jewels were giv en her by 
the Empress, who had just bought them of the 
last member of a noble old Hungarian family 
who was reduced to this extremity. 
The jewels 
had been a bridal gift from her husband, and 
she had k ept them until hunger and destitution 
forced her to sell them. 
It was through Baron 
Janus v on Xantlius that the Empress of Austria 
heard of tho sad case and finally bought the 
jewels. 
Where they came from before this I do 
not k now* 
When tho ex-Empress had to fly from Paris, 
these jewels, with a few others, were hurriedly 
gathered by her faithful friends and attendants 
and I saw and admired 
them at Chiselhurst 
w htre, owing to some certain circumstances, ' 
passed two days aud a night, but 1 nev er ex­ 
pected to see them again. 
Bellezza, the jeweler is an Italian and enjoys 
a reputation v ery env iable among jewelers of 
honesty, aud he had often had dealings with the 
Empress while in the zenith of her power, and 
after her sorrow she turned to him as a medi­ 
um to dispose of much of her jewelry in 
quiet manner, which could not easily hav e been 
done either in London or Paris. 
So Mile, de 
Larminat and the Countess Clery made sev eral 
v isits to Bellezza, tak ing him the jewels for 
sale, and he managed it with caution and usually 
good results. 
But no one would buy this set of 
jewels, and so they were brought here, in hopes 
of selling them to some one who had no super­ 
stition on the subject, and Mrs. 
Stanford 
bought them. 
At the same time of the purchase of this set 
of jewels Mrs. Stauford nought of the same 
jeweler a magnificent neck lace of diamonds and 
rubies, for which she paid nearly $4(5,000, and 
a pin and ear-rings made of pink pearls, set 
with brilliants, representing moss rose-buds. 
She gav e abont $2,000 for this set, which was 
intended for the present to some relativ e. 
Mrs. Stanford has many other jewels, but 
none finer. 
In the neck lace are 135 stones, of 
which forty-four are rubies. 


YELLOW STON E PARK- 


Its Mo st Remarkable Attractio n the Ilurri- 
cane Gey ser. 
A Norris Gev sey basin, Montana, correspond 
ent to the St. Paul Pio n eer Press writes: I am now 
at the Norris Geyser basin, on my secou dround 
of the National park . 
Last week | Jabez Gilpin, 
of Leeds, England, was the first tourist to reach 
the Upper Geyser basin in 1*87. 
But Frank 
Vincent, Jr., of New York city, and W. D. Ros­ 
enberg, of Philadelphia, will anticipate all in 
reaching the Grand canyon. 
The most wonder­ 
ful of ail the wonders at the Norris basin is 
k nown as the Hurricane geyser. 
It is a recent 
outbreak , scarcely a year old. 
The crater is about 20x30 feet, and is en­ 
closed by a solid wall of rock , about ten feet in 
depth, to tho surface of the water, and no one 
can -tell how far below this rock y enclosure ex­ 
tends. Sev eral years ago we could sit on tho 
end of this rock -rib and watch the torrid wav es 
run down the inclosure, strik e the wall beneath 
our feet, and sink into tne earth to reappear at 
the upper end with undiminished force. 
Now, 
eight days later, we find that the boiling flood 
shoots out ov er the wall where we formerly sat. 
August Kelley, who has been the only resident 
of this basin during the winter, informs me that 
he noticed a mark ed change in the quantity of 
water discharged and the energy displayed at 
this basin after the earthquak es of I)ec. i), 
1880. 
The hurricane presents the appearance 
of a rev olv ing liquid globe. 
There is a huge 
bowlder in the center of the quadrangular cra­ 
ter, ov er which the water dashes with such 
force as to giv e it the appearancc of an immense 
wheel in perpetual motion. 
The intense heat may be realized, in a meas­ 
ure, when it is stated that tho rock s ten feet 
from the edge, are so hot that the nak ed hand 
can only be held on them but for an instant. 
The water is turbid, and bears ev idence of the 
fact that the subterranean chambers are being 
enlarged. 
They are ev idently absorbing the 
material that has been discliaij^ed at other gey­ 
sers. 
The Monarch geyser, formerly the great­ 
est of this basin, is now a second-class geyser, 
of v ery irregular habits. 
Visitors sit by it for 
hours aud often leav e without witnessing an 
eruption. 
But the Hurricane, lik e the Black 
Warrior of the Ebony 
basin, nev er 
rosts, 
and 
consequently 
nev er 
disappoints 
the 
wonder 
seek er. 
Captain 
M. 
Harris 
superintendent of the park , is pursuing a judic­ 
ious course in furnishing all parties who leav e 
Monmouth hot springs to mak e the tour of the 
)ark with a printed copy of the rules and regu- 
ations published by the secretary of. the inter­ 
ior regarding the preserv ation of timber from 
forest fires, and of objects of interest from 
mutilation by specimen hunters. 
In this way 
no one can complain of not k nowing wnat these 
rules are, and if a v iolation occurs the tres­ 
passer must tak e the consequences. 


Breakfast Jackets and Tea-Go wns, 
From the London Queen. 
The break fast juck efcs, which now represent 
so important an item in the wardrobe of a fash­ 
ionable woman, are often made of mull muslin, 
with tuck s tak en as far as the shoulders and 
chest, to be resumed below the waist, and the 
sleev es, which only reach as far as the elbows, 
are ornamented in a similar manner. 
One of 
this description, with a tiny design in porcelain 
blue, was trimmed with ribbon of the same 
shade aud flounced with Valenciennes lace. 
An 
example in a richer style, made of blue satin 
shot with primrose, was set with a yok e, and 
had its hanging sleev es not cut but folded into 
shape, and showing a lining of primroses, 
which was also seen on the rev erse side of the 
box-plaited basque. 
The decorativ e Valencien­ 
nes lace was arranged to fall from the neck as a 
boa, held in place by the straps of alternate 
blue and yellow ribbon that buttoned ov er the 
front, the' flouncing of the bell sleev es being of 
lace to correspond. 
□A tea-gown of embossed v elv et and satin, in a 
sashade of grenat, was trimmed in pale helio­ 
trope v elv et. This g arment, which is mado on 
the principle of a dressing-gown, shaped to the 
figure, but not closely fitted, had its entire front 
lu lace, into which was inserted a full waist­ 
coat of satin tied with ribbons, while the 
sleev e, 
and square train were finished with the same. 
Another, of oriental green, had upon the shoul­ 
ders epaulets of Mauresque lace, lik e those 
on a soldier’s uniform and 
Kno tted with ribbons 
which was carried aro und the arm in fullness, 
Flounces of similar lacofell ov er the fluted silk , 
with which both the sleev es and
